Effort l» Made to Prove Sierra Madre’s 
Claims Are Not Well 
Founded 

Hearings In the condemnation suit 
of the city of Sierra Madre against the 
Baldwin Estate for Its share of the 
water In the Little Santa Anita canyon 
were resumed before Judge Conrey 
Tuesday morning. The direct testi¬ 
mony of the city having been intro¬ 
duced last week anil the motion of the 
defence that the ease be thrown out of 
court having been denied after argu¬ 
ment. the introduction of testimony for 
the defense was begun Immediately. 

Attorney Hradner W. Lee and Ills as¬ 
sociates had employed Messrs. (>’. C. 
Pinkie, Purcell and other water ex¬ 
perts and engineers to bolster up the 
contention of the defense that Sierra 
Madre does not need the water It seeks 
to acquire by condemnation and that 
great damage will be done to the In¬ 
habitants of Arcadia and portions of 
the Baldwin ranch if the water Is tak¬ 
en for Sierra Madre’s use. Mr. Pinkie 
Is the same Pinkie who has In the past 
acted as expert for the Sierra Madre 
Water company in making an inven¬ 
tory of Its property and making recom¬ 
mendations for further development. 
So long as he was In the hands of his 
own attorneys he fared well enough, 
but on cross examination by Attorney 
Young for the city be had to admit 
that In- had changed his opinion of the 
situation materially since doing his 
work for the compuny. He made a 
poor witness and became so balled up 
that he asserted and maintained that 
Arcadia was one and a half miles west 
of Santa Anita station. 

Although he presented a fine array 
of figures and deductions on the distri¬ 
bution of the water from the Little 
Santa Anita, Mr. Purcell was also 
shown up as a fine example of an "ex¬ 
pert witness.” On cross-examination 1 
he admitted he bail not done any orig- 1 
Inal Investigating on the ground, but 1 
had drawn Ids deductions from maps 
and measurements made by Pinkie. To 1 
everyone conversant with the geog¬ 
raphy of the territory claimed by the 
Baldwin attorneys to be dependent 
upon their share of the Little Santa 1 
Anita water supply the assertions as 
to the acreage and number of houses 
supplied seemed absurd.

She then 
went to Motorman Mulholland and 
asked to be let off at the big cut near 
the west side of the Hastings vine¬ 
yard. Upon being Informed that there 
was no stopping place there she In¬ 
sisted and was allowed to alight. In¬ 
quiry at the telephone number given 
by the woman elicited the Informa¬ 
tion that she had been suffering from 
some nervous disorder and had at¬ 
tempted previously to commit suicide.

HOW TO MAKE A GOOD LAWN 

Select Day When Wind Will Not Blow 
Seed. 

There is surely nothing more benutl- II 
fill than u line- green lawn and really . 
not so difficult a tiling to obtain if gone J . 
about in tlie right way. 

The proper way to start is after the j 
lawn lias been graded to put in it a top j 
soil of at least six inches and have a 
gradual sloping grade for drainage, or, 
if the ground is low and damp, it will 
be best to lay drain pipes from two to 
three feet below its surface. 

Soil ti nt is rich is very often acid, 
which can in- corrected by applying air j 
slaked lime in smlicient quantity to I 
correct the acidity. With sandy soil 1 ■ 
the question of fertility is of prime lm- j , 
portum e. after the grading. The entire | 
area i.hould be 1 covered with well rotted , 
manure. Where this is not possible a j 
chemical fertilizer should be used. Aft- , 
er this fertilizer Inis thoroughly mel¬ 
lowed the soil and a smooth surface ; 
lias been secured it is then time to sow j 
A day should be selected when the j 
wind will not blow tlie seed. In an or- ; 
dinary open lawn a good mixture is 
Pod pratensis mixed with Agnostis 
acaiuna. For under the trees where it j 
is difficult to secure any kind of a lawn 
the* ground should lie covered with 
myrtle or hedera ivy. After the seed j 
has been sown the ground should be ! 
raked and gone over with a heavy 
roller until perfectly level. 

When the grass is three to four inch- I 
es high it should be c-ut with n scythe j 
until strong enough to bear the mow¬ 
er. Should any bare spots appear 
these must tie made mellow and again 
seeded down. 

The tiest season for making a lawn 
is immediately after tlie spring rains 
and before the heat of tlie summer , 
tends to dry out the ground. 

In the treatment of old lawns that 
have become |ioor through a lack of 
fertility the best and in the end the 
cheapest tiling to do is to plow them 
up and cover wi'h manure and con¬ 
struct about the same as a new lawn. 

A lawn requires the use of n heavy 
roller in the spring after the early 
rains and again about June nnd Sep¬ 
tember. 

During tlie summer dry spell, when 
tl-.e lawn is built shallow or with In¬ 
sufficient drainage, it must be watered 
artificially. Other thnn the usual cut¬ 
ting with the lnwn mowers there is nr 
ot her care necessary unless It should 
lie covered in December with manure 
and after I lie spring rains have washed 
the nutriment Into tlie soil to have tiffs 
manure removed. 

DANGEROUS POISON IVY. 

How to Tell This Plant From Virginia 
Creeper. 

A correspondent writes that lie was 
recently poisoned by mistaking poison 
ivy for Virginia creeper. He asks if 
wo can tell him how to tell one plant 
from the other. 

It is the easiest thing in the world 
to do this. Poison ivy 1ms n three 
parted leaf, umpelopsls or Virginia 
crueller a live parted leaf. The latter 
is of rampant climbing habit. 

Poison ivy seldom grows to n greater 
height than tiiree feet. It may over¬ 
run an old stump or a heap of stones 
and have tlie appearance of being a 
vine, but a close examination will 
,huiv you that it does not really climb. 

It generally makes a busby growth, j 
sending up a mass of slender stems 
from its spreading roots and covering : 
a considerable amount of space. 

If one studies tlie structure of the 
peculiarities of the two plants it will he 
Impossible to mistake one for the other. 

Some persons complain that they j 
Uud It difficult to exterminate poison 
Ivy. They mow it down and in a little 
while it sprouts and before long there 
is more of it than ever. 

It cannot he killed by simply mow¬ 
ing It. But if after mowing it tlie 
ground in which it grows is sprinkled 
with kerosene and burnt over it is not a 
difficult thing to kill. All tlie roots 
may not be killed with one application ^ 
however. 

If some of them send up sprouts cut 
these olT close V) the ground and pour 
kerosene over the stub and about it, 
enough to saturate tlie soil well. This 
will generally put an end to tlie nui¬ 
sance.

onrat ■ opinion as to the relative pop¬ 
ularity of the two Republican candi¬ 
dates by noting the large and enthusi¬ 
astic crowds at the Roosevelt gath¬ 
erings and the invariably light and 
apathetic attendance wherever the 
President spoke. It was a foregone 
conclusion that this preference would 
be reflected at the polls Tuesday and 
the r. salts amply confirm such prog¬ 
nosis. Far from dividing the state 
Roos vi\t appears to have gathered 
in nil the delegates, which means 
twenty-eight more votes for his col¬ 
umn 

"In Texas available returns from the 
district conventions indicate that 
Roosevelt will have all thirty-two dele¬ 
gates. The state convention split. 
Taft men withdrawing when it was 
found that Roosevelt forces controlled. 
This leaves the tight delegates at large 
contested. To Roosevelt's previously 
Instructed 420 delegates now may be 
added twenty-eight from New Jersey 
and thirty-two from Texas, giving a 
total of 480. South Dakota is the only 
state remaining to declare her prefer¬ 
ence and Taft is unlikely to make any 
gains in that direction. If her ten 
votes shouid go to Roosevelt and 
Washington’s contested fourteen are 
conceded to the colonel- the natural 
procedure—he will then have 504 
votes on the lirst ballot. Allowing 
Taft all the other contested seats save 
those of Texas he will muster 501 dele¬ 
gates. It is Improbable, however, that 
tlie Republican national committee will 
render all its decisions in his favor. 
La Follette's thirty-six votes represent 
tlie balance of power. They are not 
likely to go to Taft; they might go 
to a dark horse—Hughes, for example, 
as also might Iowa’s ten. With Chair¬ 
man Barnes of New York leading the 
Taft or, rather, the anti-Roosevelt 
forces a battle royal may be expected. 

"Wilson's victory in his home state, 
together with the clean-cut decision in 
Texas in his favor again places him 
well before the convention as a most 
formidable candidate. If Hughes 
should he nominated by the Republi¬ 
cans he will, doubtless, head the op¬ 
posing ticket. If Roosevelt is chosen 
at Chicago we look to see Bryan’s 
name lead all others at the Baltimore 
convention or, possibly, Gaynor of 
New York, in the hope of winning the 
important electoral votes of the Em¬ 
pire state. No previous quadriennial 
conventions ever held so much uncer¬ 
tainty of outcome as do the Chicago 
and Baltimore gatherings at this writ¬ 
ing. They offer tlie champion political 
prize puzzle of the last half century."
